GIFTS TO UNIVERSITY 
TAX FREE 

A letter dated February 20, 1941, 
to President Judson A. Rudd from 
the office of the Commissioner of Iiv 
ternal Revenue definitely states that 
the University is exempt from the 
payment of Federal income tax. It 
further states that: 

Contributions made to you are de - 
ductible by the donors in arriving at 
their taxable net income in the man' 
ner and to the extent provided by 
the Internal Revenue Code and cor > 
rcsiponding provision of prior reve - 
nue acts. 

In addition: 

Bequests, legacies , devises or trans' 
fers, to or for your use are deducti - 
ble in arriving at the value of the 
net estate of a decedent for estate 
tax purposes ... to the extent pro ' 
vided by . . . the Code. 

It is, according to the same letter, 
true that Gifts of property . . . are 
deductible in computing net gifts for 
gift tax purposes in accordance with 
the Code. 

This information will be of value 
to those on whose hearts the Lord has 
laid the ministry of financial help to 
the University. Bequests should be 
made in the following form: 

I give and bequeath unto the Wib 
liam Jennings Bryan University, in' 
corporated under the laws of the 
State of Tennessee and located at 

Dayton, Tennessee, the sum of 

„.. v , and I direct that the 

release of the President or the Treas' 
urer of the said University shall be 
sufficient discharge for my executors.
